these states, except Illinois, ar« 
electing governors next year. 
There is general belief among 
administration strategists that 
the Republicans will give cam- 
paign priority to trying to win 
governorships as the quickest 
route to a national comeback. 


Their reasoning is that while

Republicans 
may

some gains in the House only an 
unforseen 
political upheaval 


could give the GOP control. 
They look for the Senate to re- 
main safely Democratic for sev- 
eral years, at least. 


Republican Governor 


Seats of 15 of the 17 Republi-

in the 1966 election, Including 
those in New York, Pennsylva- 
nia and Wisconsin. New York 
is a question mark and the GOP 
may face difficulties in hanging 
on in Massachusetts, Oklahoma 
and Rhode Island. But other- 
wise th« party position is re- 
garded as relatively solid. 


The Democrats, 
with eight 


Southern governorships counted 
as safe out of 21 to be filled na- 
tionally, face stiff challenges in 
Arizona, California, Iowa, Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont. They feel 
reasonably sure of hanging on 
to Alaska, Connecticut, Hawaii, 
Maryland, Nevada and New 
Mexico.

Q: Our vacation log cabin in 


the mountains is getting drafty 


which makes it chilly, even 


on summer nights. The trouble 
is that some of the chinking has 
fallen out between logs. Is there 
any inexpensive way to plug 
these caps, at least for quite 
some time? 


A: Shred sheets of newspaper, 


stirring in a pail of hot water 
until this becomes a mass of 
mush. It's really the original 
form of papier mache. Take a 
golf-ball-sized lump and gently 
squeeze most of the water out. 


Then work this into the crack. 


Keep repeating until all cracks 
and holes are tightly plugged. 


When this dries, it's nearly rock 
hard. To make it waterproof 
paint it, or put on varnish if this 
would match the logs better 
than paint.

The Longer Truck Question 


The dispute about a bill to permit 


longer and heavier freight trucks on the 
public highways in Wisconsin that is 
raging in the state legislature at Madison 
thus far has generated more heat than 
light. On the one hand, some of the more 
excitable critics of the proposal have 
distorted and misrepresented the plan and 
its implications. On the other, the sponsors 
have not been wholly candid in their 
explanations of their purposes and the 
contents of the measure which has been 
approved by the assembly and now reposes 
tn 
a 
state 
senate 
committee 
for 
a 


recommendation on concurrence or rejec- 
tion. 


Put as simply as possible, the measure 


sponsored by the Wisconsin Motor Carriers 
Association 
asks 
that 
the 
legislature 


authorize the use of so-called "double 
bottoms," which would be combinations of 
tractor, semi-trailer and trailer up to a 
maximum length of 65 feet—against the 
present limit of 55 feet—on the divided 
Interstate highways of Wisconsin and to 
"delegate to the State Highway Department 
the power to designate other roads for 
euch privileges. 


Considered as objectively as we know 


how, we doubt that there will be any 
serious or general resistance to the idea of 
more economical and efficient commercial 
yehicle use on the spacious Interstate 
toads. A majority of the private auto users 
of our highways, we must guess, are 
familiar 
with 
such 
practices 
on 
the 


turnpikes and Interstate segments of other 
states of the country and have satisfied 
themselves out of their own experiences. 


The difficulty in the truckers' case is 


that the Interstate system in Wisconsin is 
not an integrated one. either in design, 
or in the degree of its completion. How 
will these larger vehicles reach 
the 


Interstate routes? How many connecting 
roads wiH be involved in the power to be 
delegated to the Highway Commission? 
The truckers fought off amendments in 
the assembly to exclude some heavily used 
two lane roads where the longer trucks 
would be clearly inadvisable. Do the people 
of Wisconsin want to remove from the 
decision of the legislature, and put into the 
hands of non-elective officials, such far- 
ranging decisions? 


The idea of delegation of limits is 


involved also in another section of the bill 
covering maximum freight loads. Wiscon- 
sin law now expressly descnbes permitted 


loads. 
Under the proposal that power 


to adjust weights would 
also be dele- 


gated to appointive officials, 
according 


to national standards not yet promulgat- 
ed, as we understood the testimony before 
a state senate committee recently. It is said 
that objective tests have shown that the 
older conceptions of allowable weights on 
good pavements and adequate axle spacing 
are out-dated. That may be. But why 
cannot we have the legislature make a 
statutory 
decision, 
in 
preference 
to 


intramural deliberations and decision by 
officers not directly responsive to the 
political process and electoral judgment? 


Much of the doubt and fear aroused 


about the longer truck idea has been based 
on the claim, or assumption, that they 
would endanger private motorists because 
they would require more time to pass on 
the open road. 


Here the legislature may be excused 


for some uncertainty and confusion. Some 
of the opponents of the legislation whose 
motivations are economic have used the 
safety argument. The Wisconsin Division 
of the American Automobile Association, 
representing private motorists, has been 
critical. Yet the men who are the official

matters, and notably the highest ranking 
members of the State 
Motor Vehicle 


Department, have given their assent to the 
truckers' claims that a safety question is 
not validly involved on the four lane 
routes. At the same time a representative 
of the State Highway Department, tinder 
interrogation in committee, offered his 
opinion that the department would not 
authorize the long vehicles on some of the 
principal stretches of two lane highways in 
the state. 


There is an equivocal flavor to the 


argument that disturbs us. as it may 
perplex many others who have no animus 
toward a vital section of the Wisconsin 
economic system, but who have also a 
decent concern for the public interest. A 
reasonable solution would be to have the 
legislature move for a more careful and 
thorough explanation of the bill and its 
implications, including a direct investiga- 
tion of the experiences of other states 
which the Wisconsin truckers say have

should be written more carefully to give due to reach speedy decision
